Safe driving depends upon your eyes—eyes 
that give you clear, quick, accurate pic- 
tures of traffic situations during the day 
and especially at night. 

Yet, it is estimated that one driver in 
five has impaired vision. 

All drivers, of course, should know the 
condition of their eyes, even if vision tests 
are not required for a driver’s license. It’s 
wise to have your eyes examined by an eye 
specialist before you become a driver—and 
have them rechecked at least every two 
years thereafter. 

Should you notice changes in your vision 
between examinations, see an eye specialist 
for another eye test. 

If you have a visual defect that requires 
properly fitted glasses—be sure to wear 
them every time you drive. 

Some people whose vision is normal in 
good daylight do not see well at night. This 
is one of the reasons why fatal accidents 
occur about three times as frequently at 
night as during the day. 

For safer night driving, always observe 
the following rules:

1. Reduce speed greatly when facing the 








glare from headlights—and don’t speed 

up immediately after passing. It takes 

time to recover vision fully after blind- 

ing by headlights. Blinding even for a 

second can be dangerous. 

2. Never look directly at oncoming head- 
lights. Watch the right side of your lane, 
noting the position of the oncoming car 
out of the corner of your eye. 

3. Don’t wear sunglasses at night. 

4. Always drive at a speed that will permit 
you to stop within the distance illumi- 
nated by your headlights. 

If you take a long trip this summer, re- 

member that your eyes can get just as tired 

as any other part of your body 

To prevent eye fatigue and eye muscle 
strain, stop now and then and close your 
eyes. And don’t keep them in a fixed posi- 
tion for a long time.

For depressed people, a new drug, Tofranil, appears to be of un- 
usual value. This is indicated in three studies by Canadian physi- 
cians. At the Allan Memorial Institute of Psychiatry, in Montreal, 
tablets of the drug were administered to one hundred depressed 
patients. Eighty-two showed marked to moderate improvement. 
Many otherwise would have required electroshock. At Kingston 
General Hospital eighty percent of test patients, all severely de- 
pressed enough to otherwise have been given electroshock, recov- 
ered on Tofranil. In Montreal a physician studied the medication 
in private practice with twenty-six depressed patients. Again eighty 
percent showed marked improvement or recovery. This physician 
reports in the Canadian Medical Association Journal that the drug 
appears to be “the most promising ever to appear for the relief of 
states of depression.” 


To help mentally defective chi dren learn 


Abnormal behavior was reduced in all of thirty-three mentally 
defective children treated with a newer tranquilizer, Sterazine, at 
the Alberta Provincial Training School at Red Deer. The drug may 
permit advances in educational and training programs for the 
children. The youngsters, whose daily antisocial and self-injuring 
behavior and senseless overactivity had made their nursing care 
difficult, showed improvement in less than forty-eight hours. In 
many instances the abnormal behavior was completely controlled. 
Further studies with a larger group of children have been under- 
taken now to determine whether, with reduction of abnormal over- 
activity and establishment of more purposeful behavior, the chil- 
dren can develop longer attention spans which would make them 
more amenable to teaching. 


Cooling to save newbor! nfants 


Babies who have breathing difficulty shortly after birth can be 
saved — and permanent brain damage avoided — by cooling their 
bodies, reports a medical team at Sweden’s Karolinska Institute. 
Six infants, who had not responded to conventional resuscitation 
methods, were placed in cold running water. Three began breath- 
ing spontaneously almost immediately; the three others did so 
after receiving, in addition, a transfusion of oxygenated blood. All 
six recovered and appeared normal next day. One infant subse- 
quently died. But the other five have shown normal development. 
One had a second episode of respiratory difficulty after about 
thirty hours of life but recovered after a second cooling.

Some menstrual disorders—and some types of infertility as well 

may be corrected by use of prednisone, a hormone often employed 
in arthritis. This is the finding of gynecologists at Temple Univer- 
sity in Philadelphia. They treated forty-five women with menstrual 
abnormalities and noted improvement in thirty-four.

I, you are saddlesore from riding so 
many hobbies, if you seek a greate!

roll at university? You are a home 
maker and your responsibilities keep 
you tied to the house most of the 
time?

Some twenty-five Canadian universi 
ties now offer extramural degree 
credit courses in evening and Saturday 
lectures, six-week summer schools, 
and home study by correspondence 

Educators who assisted in Chate 
laine’s country-wide survey agree that 
the number of homemakers who pile 
the dinner dishes and rush to their 
geology lecture are on the increase 
So many people are discovering the

Correspondence courses: Lessons 
received by mail can be handled by 
most young mothers during the home 
bound years. Courses are prepared by 
the university faculties; each is the 
equivalent of the course presented on 
campus. 

Using the lessons as guides, you 
study prepared notes, read assigned 
sections in your textbooks, prepare 
essays and reports. Be prepared to de 
vote an average ten hours a week to 
study Completed assignments are 
mailed back to your university. The 


final examination is the same as that 


written by the day student. Each uni 
versity has approved examination cen 
tres over a wide area 

Evening classes: Lectures held in the 
evenings or on Saturdays are conveni 
ent for the average homemaker. Some 
universities also hold lectures at 4.30 
p.m. to 5.30 p.m. If you are not close 
to a university, enquire where lectures 
are held, for where enough interest is 
shown, a university will send a faculty 
member to lecture in an outlying 
town 

Summer school: Your six weeks of 
Intensive On-campus study in July and 
early Atigust is laced with picnics on 
the grevn, informal dance parties, 
golf, and the pleasures of university 
residence: life. If your children head to 
camp, then you are set. Your husband 


can batch it — as he would if you 


went off to a summer cottage. Mar 


ried couples are accommodated at

Summer school usually requires pre 
session study; in some, your first

Railways offer a reduction in fares 
from stations in Canada for summer- 
school students.

Regulations differ, but almost all 
universities require at least one regu- 
lar session spent on campus, or a 
minimum of four summer schools as 
residence requirement for the grant-

This figure depends on how you 
build up your credits whether you 
take correspondence courses, attend 
summer schools or evening lectures. It 
also depends on where you are. Uni 
versity fees range widely. Let’s take 
one example, higher-priced than most 
to receive a Bachelor of Arts degree 
from the University of Toronto you 
require credit in sixteen courses 
Average cost of each course Is sixty 


seven dollars. That makes $1,072 


Add residence in summer schools o 
in winter sessions, figure the cost of 
textbooks from five dollars to twenty 
dollars per class. You can get a sound 
idea of costs by studying the calendar 
issued by your university. Each uni- 
versity in Canada publishes such a 
calendar, containing details of course 
content, exact admission requirements, 
all fees and other information. Write 
to your university’s registrar, request- 
ing a calendar. Any college will send 
you theirs, for nothing

UST A FEW YEARS ago the word divorce 

meant a means of escape to me. Freedom from 
a marriage that had become intolerable.

that salty old monarch, George V, 
an almost Teutonic thoroughness in 
everything he undertakes and an in- 
sistence upon the niceties of protocol 
nearly always come out on top. 

When Mrs. James V. Forrestal, the 
widow of the former United States 
Defense Secretary, caught hold of the 
Queen's arm as she passed by at Royal 
Ascot in an attempt to speak to her, it 
was Gloucester who indignantly hus- 
tled Mrs. Forrestal away. 

In The Heart Has Its Reasons, the 
book giving her version of the abdi- 
cation, the Duchess of Windsor gives 
another instance of Gloucester’s punc- 
tiliousness. The incident happened in 
France during the early days of World 
War II. Windsor and Gloucester, who 
now outranked his brother in royal 
precedence though both held the same 
military rank of major-general, arrived 
at the same time at the British Army 
sector near the Belgian frontier. A 
guard of honor was duly mounted, 
Windsor walking along it while his 
brother lagged behind in conversation 
When the guard presented arms, Wind- 
sor, unthinkingly, returned the salute 

only to be coldly informed by 
Gloucester some days later that he had 
violated etiquette by taking a salute 
intended for his brother. 

This same sense of punctiliousness 
— plus a degree of ill-health did 
not make it easy for the Duke to adapt 
to the free-and-easy Australian way of 
doing things during his two years there 
as governor-general. Consequently, he 
was not without his critics despite the 
extreme conscientiousness with which 


he tackled the arduous role.

She swung around to find she was 
looking straight into the smiling face 
of the Duke of Gloucester. 

Those who know Gloucester inti 
mately say he possesses qualities not 
readily discernible either on the sur- 
face or in public. At Sandringham, 
where he and his family always spend 
Christmas with the Queen and where 
he led the royal shooting parties dur- 
ing Prince Philip’s illness last January, 
the estate workers regard him as one 
of their own kind a countryman of 
sterling character 

“He'd have made a damned fine 
king, he would,” one veteran game 
keeper confided 

At heart, Harry of Gloucester fs very 
much a countryman just as his wife 
is a true countrywoman. She shares 
hts love of a quiet life and his com- 
plete dislike of publicity Even their 
marriage was a relatively quiet affair, 
little publicized by royal standards, a 
comparatively simple ceremony in the 
private chapel at Buckfngham Palace 

They have known each other since 


they were children. One of their ear- 


liest meetings was at a children’s party 
at Buckingham Palace where the 
Duchess was told by Queen Mary, “Sit 
beside Henry and see he doesn't eat 
too many meringues.” But she was 
well into her thirties before—as Lady 
Alice Christabel Montagu - Douglas- 
Scott, daughter of Scotland’s Duke of 
Buccleuch — she accepted a proposal 
of marriage from the third son of King 
George V 

They are a well-matched pair, shar- 
ing the same interests, preferring coun- 
try life and country ways to the formal 
rigidity of court functions. Both are 
much more at ease at Barnwell Man- 
or, their rambling thirteenth-century 
manor house in England's green mid- 
lands, than ever they are when the 
official weeks of the London timetable 
force them to reside at York House, a 
wing of St. James's Palace 

At Barnwell, they hunt, ride, farm 
and garden together. Like her hus

In fact, the Duchess has made 
something of a habit at being first in 
this, that and the other.

In 1934 she scaled nearly all of the 
seventeen thousand feet of Africa's 
Mount Kenya. Much of the Duchess’ 
early days were spent with her uncle, 


the 


ate Lord Francis Scott, on his 
farm in Kenya. There, she sketched, 
painted, photographed wild animals, 
and lived much the life of any well- 
to-do settler. When gold was discover 
ed in the area, she staked her own 
claim and panned it herself 

Today, she is still keen on painting 
and photography. Scattered about 
York House are some excellent por 
traits of her husband and sons as well 
as others of the royal family whom 
she has photographed from time to 
time. But portrait photographs of the 
Duchess herself are few. Photogenic 
as are her finely chiseled features, she 
dislikes having her photograph taken 
and it is only with reluctance that 
she consents to pose for the occasional 
official portrait 

York House, where the Duke and 
Duchess live when official functions 
demand their presence in London, 
reflects their love of a quiet life. It 
has the cosy atmosphere of a home 
rather than the austere coldness of a 
royal residence, and its pastel-shaded 
walls form an ideal background to 
the polished mahogany furniture 

In the paneled drawing room, 
arched corner cupboards, interior-lit 
hold part of the Duke's prized collec 
uon of Chinese porcelain. Like his 


mother, the late Queen Mary of the

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ramrod back, the Duke is an indefati- 
gable collector. From all over the 
world he has brought back rare pieces 
and he is never more delighted than 
when his family gives him some fresh 
item for the collection. 

Save for official functions, the royal 
couple go out seldom even when they 
are resident in London. Occasionally 
the Duke will pop round to either the 
Cavalry Club or the Army and Navy 
Club, of which he is a member. He is 
at heart basically a man’s man—like 
Prince Philip—and likes nothing bet- 
ter than to chew over old times with 
officers with whom he once served 

Once in a while he and his wife 
will slip out incognito, to visit a 
theatre or movie house, paying for 
their seats like any other couple. But 
they are never seen in night clubs or 
at fashionable restaurants. Neither of 
them has any liking for what the Duke 
terms “gadding about.” Instead, they 
spend the bulk of their evenings read 
ing together. For this, they prefer the 
snug intimacy of the Duke’s rather 
small study, where a portrait of that 
earlier Duke of Gloucester who was 
the son of Queen Anne hangs above 
the fireplace, to the spaciousness of 
the drawing room. As a change from 
reading. the Duchess sometimes knits 
or sews. In her own oyster-tinted sit 
ting room at York House there is a 
set of Chippendale chairs for which 


she embroidered the petit-point seats 
“Come on. too. Mum” 


Just as this royal couple shun pub 
licity for themselves, so have they 
managed to bring up their sons away 
from the royal limelight. While the 
boys education has inevitably follow 
ed the stereotyped path of royalty. 
their vacations have been relatively 
free-and-easy 

A few summers ago the Duchess 
took both boys and a group of high 
spirited young friends to the fun fait 
in London's Festival Gardens, where 
they had a high old time on the bump 
ing cars and a stomach-turning con 
traption known as the Waltzer. Then 
they moved on toward the Big Dip 
per. “You come on this, too, Mum,” 
suggested William The Duchess 
promptly tied a scarf over her hat and 
climbed aboard

Both William and Richard will have 
to seek the Queen’s consent before 
they can marry, though in their case 
this is litthke more than a formality. 
With so many others—Prince Charles, 
Princess Anne, Princess Margaret — 
between them and the throne, and the 
expectancy of Elizabeth enjoying a 
long life, the chances are that there 
will be no objection if like their cous- 
ins, the sons of the Princess Royal, 
they eventually fall in love with com- 
moners. 

For more than a generation now 
the Duke of Gloucester has been the 
principal back-room boy of the royal 
family — a royal man of all work — 
finding himself saddled time and again 


with the jobs no one else could fit in. 
26 miles of rain 


As a young man, he had hopes of 
settling down to a long-term career 
as a professional soldier. Keen on 
riding, he joined the 10th Hussars, 
playing for the regimental polo team 
winning several steeplechases, and 
gaining a reputation as a hard rider 
He loved the rough-and-tumble of 


cavalry life. On one occasion he 


n 
sisted on riding twenty-six miles with 
his men through torrential rain, reach- 
ing camp tired out, soaked through— 
and thoroughly happy. 

But army life was constantly in- 
terrupted by the need to undertake 
royal duties—visits to Japan, Ethiopia, 
Northern Ireland, Australia — and his 
secret ambition to command a regi- 
ment of his own was finally killed the 
day one brother abdicated the throne 


and another took over. Reluctantly, 
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Gloucester quit the army to tackle 
the task of being a royal duke. 

World War II provided him with an 
excuse to get back into uniform again 
He was appointed Chief Liaison Offi 
cer to the British Expeditionary Force 
and subsequently sustained a slight 
wound during a bombing attack in 
France. But his return to army duties 
was short-lived. When his brother, the 
dashing Duke of Kent, who was to 
have been Australia’s governor-gen- 
eral, was killed in a wartime air crash, 
Harry quit the army again to step into 
the breach 


In demand as stand-in 


However much his nature may tell 
against him, it can never be argued 
that Gloucester, when he sets his hand 
to anything, does not work to the very 
limit of his ability. During his spell as 
governor-general he determined to 
visit every state in Australia. The only 
way to do it was by air. In two years 
he logged better than seventy-six thou- 
sand miles before being recalled to 
Britain to head the Council of State 
set up to run royal affairs while King 
George VI was in South Africa. 

"Much of Gloucester’s work as a 
royal duke goes unheralded and un- 
sung. Even in Britain few people 
realize how many hospitals, medical 
bodies and civil organizations he 
heads. They range from the Boy 
Scouts to the Royal National Ortho 
paedic Hospital, from the British Em- 
pire Cancer Campaign to the National 
Association of Boys’ Clubs. And witha 
the royal round getting steadily busier, 
both the Duke and his wife are in in 
creasing demand as stand-ins for the 
Queen. In May they represented her 
in Nigeria, then traveled on to the 
Cameroons. Last November they 
carried out a tour of Ethiopia, Eritrea, 
Somaliland and Aden. Before that 
there was a tour of Malaya. And this 
summer, of course, Gloucester was at 
the royal helm in Britain while the 
Queen and her husband toured Can 
ada 

Whatever is demanded of him 
Gloucester will tackle it conscientious 
ly—a little stiffly perhaps, sometimes 
a shade pompously, but always thor 
oughly. In some ways, he is a throw 
back to the days before George VI 
and his daughter, Elizabeth II began 
their task of democratizing the throne, 
a firm believer in the old-time concept 
that royalty is a race born to walk 


apart, regal, aloof and unbending.

When sewing on nylon, use nylon thread and have the tension on your 
machine quite loose. If you have puckers, place a sheet of tissue paper 
under seam, removing it when the seam is finished. Use a fairly long 
stitch length. Press seams on the inside and place folded heavy paper 
between the seam allowance and the body of the garment. Use moist 
or dry heat but test a sample lest the iron is too hot. When pressing

But you'll be a lot happier if you just 
tell him you'll see him again sometime, 
maybe in about twenty years, and go 
back to boys who really like you. 

Another boy you'll meet isn’t so much 
a type as a situation. This is the one 
who has some quality of which you dis- 
approve but which you try to overlook. 
You can’t describe him without saying 
“but.” His manners aren’t all you'd like 
— but, after all, you're not Emily Post. 
He irritates you sometimes when you're 
with him — but your nerves are bad. 
He seems to talk about drink a bit more 
than most boys you know but you 
could fix that. 

But nothing. You won't fix anything. 
This boy’s faults will go with him. He 
won't change as he gets older, except 
that the things you don’t like about him 
will get worse. Go out with him if you 
want; go out with all boys, short of 
hoodlums and drunk drivers. But just 
remember, millions of older, tougher 
girls than you have tried to “reform” 
men, and wish they hadn’t. 

Okay, so the boy you like right now 
doesn’t drink and isn’t a wolf and 
doesn’t irritate you, and what’s the mat- 
ter with me anyway, don’t | think there 
are any boys who are just cute? 

Sure | do. But they aren’t the ones 
you call cute. However, | won't quar- 
rel with your English. | know what you 
mean. He’s tall and lean, leans the right 
way, and in a football uniform he looks 
like a space-age version of Apollo. You 
warm to his smile, and it’s a triumph to 
be seen with anybody so handsome. 

Now there’s just one more thing. Can 
he talk? Human communication is too 
precious a gift to ignore. Just be sure 
that this boy’s looks don’t dazzle you 
so much you can’t see that you're doing 
all the talking, that your attempts at 
starting a conversation about, say, De- 
bussy or Greek mythology seem to end 
up in occasional grunts about power 
steering or football scores, 

“Cute” ones fade fast 

Don’t get me wrong I've nothing 
against strong silent men, if they stick 
to strong silent women. Maybe you like 
to talk about power steering and foot- 
ball scores. But some of the most tragic, 
wasted lives are those of boys and girls 
who eventually got married without ever 
finding out if they could talk to one 
another. And when | say talk, | mean 
communicate, not just in words but in 
their sympathies, their temperament, 
their whole outlook on life. 

If you find yourself explaining a boy 
with remarks like, “He really has a fine 
mind,” and straining yourself to believe 
it, find someone shorter and homelier 
who speaks your language. The world 
of conversation and ideas is a durable 
and dependable one that will keep you 
interested in life and keep you younger 
longer than beauty treatments. The 


world of “cute” boys (or girls) doesn’t 


last long nor does it mean very much. 

Another thing that you should be very 
clear about now that you’re going out 
with boys is that there’s no Santa Claus. 
It’s surprising, the number of girls who 
stop believing that a jolly fat man comes 
down the chimney with a bag full of 
toys, but still believe that a tall hand- 
some one comes along with a bag full of 
solutions to all their problems. You'll 
meet this type of boy early. He'll prob- 
ably smoke a pipe, look very depend- 
able, and take charge of everything, in- 
cluding you.

For that hand-span waistline look — 
nothing is more flattering than a skirt 
belling w-i-d-e over a rustling crinoline 
How long your favorite crinoline will 
stay stiff depends on the materials in it 
and the laundry care you give it 

Crinoline shopping, you will find a 
gaily colored drray of materials and 
styles. Nylon net, nylon mohair, ot 
nylon horsehair are frequently used for 
a single-skirted crinoline or as an 
underskirt or under-ruffles with over 
skirt of nylon, cotton or rayon blends.

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1947 and they lived for two years in 
Nanaimo where John had a job with 
the Dominion biological station. Then 
they evolved the brilliant idea of 
buying a troller so they could go fish- 
ing as a family. 

They knew nothing about boats or 
the sea and the story of their next few 
summers is bizarre and exciting. (So 
exciting, in fact, that John’s indoor 
project last winter was to write a book 
about it. He hasn't yet found a pub- 
lisher. ) 

They suffered all kinds of mishaps, 
but managed, with the help of experi- 
enced fishermen who thought the Gib- 
sons mad but likable, to learn how to 
run their boat and make an adequate 


living. 


Their moving van — a raft 

At first they wintered on the main- 
land and it wasn’t until 1951 that they 
sailed into Kyuquot Sound one June 
day, to unload their catch at the fish- 
ing co-op carap there. They looked 
around the harbor that evening and 
decided that this was exactly where 
they wanted to have a home. 

That winter they built their home 
on the beach of a small bay that 
could be reached only by water, with 
guidance from countless “how-to” 
books borrowed by mail from the 
provincial library at Victoria. It took 
them nearly two years to get the 
house into its present working shape 
and they often look back with sur- 
prise at their own ingenuity 

In the early days, everything from 
their own trunks full of clothes and 
bedding to a monstrous black wood- 
stove and an imitation Louis XIV 
chair had to be towed into the harbor 
on a raft or rowed in by dinghy. Now 
they have four rooms filled with a 
comfortable mishmash of furniture 
bought in antique shops in Vancouver 
and Victoria; an inside bathroom with 
a tin tub whose taps gurgle forth hot 
ginger-colored water; a generating 
plant with enough voltage to run 
electric lights but not appliances; and 
a private path to the village which 
they hacked through the undergrowth 
with an axe. Best of all, they have the 
satisfaction of knowing that they 
built all this for themselves. They still 
work hard to keep the house run- 
ning smoothly but most of the chores 
involved they enjoy. 

They warm the house with a space 
heater in the sitting room and Mary 
does her cooking on a white-enameled 
kitchen wood range, bought last year 


to replace the original black monster. 
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The sea provides fuel for both stoves 
Big hemlock or fir logs drift into 
their bay and the Gibsons chain them 
up in front of the house until three 
or four have accumulated. Then they 
haul out their chain saw and split the 
logs into firewood. 

Peter is charged with the endless 
chore of filling the woodbox with kin 
dling and pieces of the dried bark 
his father tosses into the fires as a 
primitive substitute for coal. 

The Gibsons spend some of their 
happiest afternoons on expeditions 
foraging for chunks of this bark. They 
putter up the coast from their inlet 
in a dinghy to the less sheltered 
beaches where thick slices of bark 
float in with the tides. Wrapped warm 
in Cowichan sweaters and thick gloves 
to protect their hands from slivers, 
they stuff potato sacks to the brim 
with fuel and then walk along the 
seashore, picking their way through 
flotsam from the Pacific, for the sheer 
pleasure of beachcombing. 

On a good day they may add to 
their collection one of the green glass 
spheres that have drifted loose from 
some Japanese fisherman’s net on the 
other side of the ocean and been 
washed up here a thousand miles 
away. Sometimes they see bits of fish- 
ing gear, a rubber boot or a life pre- 
server, and on one well-remembered 
afternoon they salvaged half a dozen 
unopened tins of white paint, boldly 
labeled U.S. Navy. In the clear pools 
of sea water left on the beach by the 
tides, they can turn over brilliant star- 
fish, colored scarlet, indigo or Hallow- 
een orange, and poke their fingers for 


a scary moment into the sticky green

with a screech of rubber, and the 
girl was caught up in a whirlwind of 
horror. It didn’t end until nearly two 
hours later when she was dumped out 
not more than a block from _ her 
home, sobbing, her clothes torn and 
one shoe missing. 

The doctor had known her for the 
past five years as a gentle quiet child, 
who was happy in school and very 
interested in music. Now, despite his 
deep conviction as a physician and 
a compassionate, mature human being, 
that this was one case where a ter- 
mination of pregnancy would be jus- 
tified, he could do nothing for her 
without risking criminal prosecution 


and disgrace. 


What changes are needed? 


In other countries of the world— 
Sweden, Denmark, Iceland, China, 
Russia, Japan, India and even in some 
parts of the predominantly Roman 
Catholic countries of South America 

the girl could have been legally 
aborted on humanitarian grounds by 
a medical doctor in a hospital 

But not in Canada. In company 
with England, most of the states of the 
U.S., France and Germany, Canada 
has the stiffest abortion law in the 
world. The Criminal Code states flat- 
ly that anyone who attempts, either 
successfully or unsuccessfully, to 
cause a woman to lose a child at any 
stage of a pregnancy, by giving her 
drugs, using an instrument, or by any 
other method, can be tried and com- 
mitted to prison for life. 

The unyielding harshness of this 
law has been criticized for years by 
physicians, psychiatrists and lawyers 
in Canada, and in the last decade 
especially there have been pleas from 
many sources for revision of the law 

Responsible thinking people seek 
conservative modifications of the law, 
such as those described recently by 
the brilliant British gynecologist Dr. 
Eustace Chesser in an article in the 
New Statesman. He recommended: 
“On the opinion of two or more doc- 
tors, given in good faith, it should be 
permissible to terminate a pregnancy:

Her only hope for relief, then, lies 
outside the law, and this points up a 
cruel and insidious aspect of the abor 
tion law now on our statute books 
The very narrowness and inflexibility 
of this law does not in fact stop

nels where Canadian women every 


year lose their lives. Last year, de 


spite new antibiotics in the hands of 
about eight 


the illegal abortionist, 


thousand women in the United States 
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died. Yet in Russia in the years be- 
tween 1920 and 1936, when abortion 
had limited legality and was perform- 
ed in hospitals, the death rate was 
only one in ten thousand cases. 

The most we in Canada can do is 
to legalize abortion according to the 
Scandinavian pattern, allowing a hos- 
pital Operation on social, humanitar- 
ian, psychiatric and eugenic grounds; 
the least is to change our law to in- 
clude rape as justifiable grounds. 

Yet of all the voices raised against 
changing our abortion law, the loud- 
est will sound in the name of reli- 
gion. The moral implications of legal- 
ized abortion must be considered by 
the individual, but a few facts should 
be realized by those who are honestly 
assessing the situation. 

First, no religion, whether minority 
or majority, has the right in a demo- 
cratic country to impose its beliefs 
about any moral issue upon the so- 
clety as a whole. 

Second, those who hold religious 
views opposed to therapeutic abortion 
simply need not apply. Doctors who 
consider abortion morally wrong have 


simply to refer requests for abortion. 


\ stern moral choice 


Concerning objections raised on 
religious grounds, it should also be 
emphasized that there seems to be a 
grave discrepancy between theory ‘and 
practice. In a study of 22,657 Ameri- 
can married women conducted by 
demographer Raymond Pearl, large 
numbers of criminal abortions were 
confessed by women of all faiths who 
were still regular churchgoers. 

Finally, any religious objections 
must be countered with the weighing 
of human values. Situations occur 
in which a surgeon has to choose 
between destroying the fetus in order 
to save the mother’s life, and allow 
ing the mother to die in the hope of 
saving the fetus. If the fetus has a 
right to life, so has the mother. The 
moral choice is inescapable but must 
be influenced in any freethinking in 
dividual by the fact that the fetus 
is an unknown quantity and the 
mother is a grown experienced mem- 
ber of human society, her value in- 
creased incalculably by each child 
she has at home dependent upon her. 

Our abortion law multiplies trag- 
edy and human anguish, causes need- 
less deaths and leaves orphans. It also 
fails to recognize an important new 
social principle—the welfare, and not 
merely survival, of the child. It should 


be changed—and soon. END@

another couple to dinner, playing 
bridge, going to church on Sundays. 
His friends hated me and mine bare- 
ly tolerated him. 

I found out less than three years 
after our marriage that George had 
gone back to taking out girls when 
he was on the road, or even after 
office hours in the city—and had been 
doing so for some time. I tried to put 
up with this for a while and to effect 
reconciliations with him. But nothing 
ever worked and our wrangling be- 
came almost constant. 

Finally George began to see a lot 
of one particular woman—a divorcee 
who was close to his own age and 
whom he admiringly described as “a 
real party girl.” She moved just one 
street down from us and in despera- 
tion I was driven to obtain evidence 
for a divorce suit 

Through the unhappy years of mar- 
riage, the months of waiting before 
the case was heard in court and at the 
time of the hearing, I had but one 
thought, to gain freedom from George 
with the idea of getting right back 
into circulation and starting to look 
around for a man with whom Mary 
and I would be really happy. 

I'll never forget the day when the 
case came up in the Ontario Supreme 
Court. Although there had been no 
real doubt as to its outcome—-since it 
was based on the required proven 
adultery—it was a nerve-racking ex- 
perience giving testimony in a court 
after the strain of the preceding 
months.

The house 
which I loved became more of a bur- 
den than I had imagined it could. I 
did not mind doing the routine chores 
after work, but when it came to the 
decorating, coping with mechanical 
breakdowns in appliances, the mowing 
of a sudden mad growth of grass, 
plus trying to make most of our 
clothing in the time left over, I was 
utterly swamped. One winter midnight 
the hot-water boiler sprang a leak, 
causing a scalding waterfall to cas- 
cade from heaven-only-knew where in 
the tank. While I stood watching the 
emergency repairman trying to find 
and fix the source of the flood in the 
small hours of the morning, I said in 
a loud voice, “That really does it! I 
just can't run a house without a man.” 

But first of all I had to see Mary 
established permanently, or as near- 
permanently as possible.

The next thing I noticed was that 
all invitations to visit were extended 
for an evening when the man of the 
house was out. Women spent their 
time feeling vaguely sorry for me, but 
slightly fearful that I might prove a 
threat to their homes. I was not even 
allowed the cosy status of a maiden 
aunt. 

I lightly indicated to people close to 
me that I was counting on them for

Quite often I had lunch with one or 


two of the men I knew in the office 


and it was not unusual to have a quiet 


drink with a man at five o'clock to 


talk over office problems. I gave such 


invitations no particular consideration 


until it became apparent that most 


of the men had more than conversa 


tion on their minds. An accountant in 


the real-estate office where I worked 


was one of the first to startle me in 


this way. His invitation to dinner came 


as no surprise but his octopus tactics 


later that evening took me completely 
aback. When I 


asked him just what 


was the meaning of a happily married 
man acting like this he replied, “Well, 


I'll put it this way. I figure that some- 


thing unused for so long must be 


pretty good by now 


At least he gave me credit for living 
a moral life, which is more than I got 
from most of the others, who told me 
that to men in general a divorcee is 


considered an easy conquest—a sure 


thing no matter who or what she is. 


The carefree companionship I had 


enjoyed was now confined to the odd 


lunch where I could retain my inde- 


pendence by insisting on paying for 


my own. Though assured by all it was 
my company which appealed, when 
it was made clear that was all there 


was to be gained, interest evaporated 


rapidly. I saw that living alone in the 


apartment was making the situation 


still more trying and when added to

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Continued from previous page 
home. There are quite a few sports 
groups that Id like to join, but it 
would mean staying away from Mary 
on weekday evenings and going away 
on Saturdays to ski or sail.

It all makes me wonder just what 
is so good about being “free.”

means. He ts very much in the pic 
ture and has every intention of keep 
ing it that way. He takes Mary out 
one day a weekend and visits occa 
sionally im between so | am never 
illowed to put him out of my mind 

And I'm certainly not free of a 
nagging guilt that at least part of 
the trouble with my marriage was my 
own fault.

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A MOTHER’S GUIDE TO

rhe reason diphtheria toxoid and other 
immunizing materials are effective is 
because they stimulate the individual 
to produce antibodies which combat 
or act against the dangerous germs 
that cause certain diseases. 
Unfortunately, about eight percent 
of the population produce antibodies 
against usually harmless things as 
well. These are the allergic individuals 
and they are born that way. Because 
they over-react in this manner, they 
can develop a number of diseases — 
the commonest of which are hay 


fever, asthma, eczema and hives 


tr hlea 
Tracing the trouble 


It is believed that the antibodies 
which are produced localize in certain 
areas of the body, for instance in the 
lining layers of the nose in the case 
of hay fever, and in the skin in hives 
Then when the allergic person is ex 
posed again to the substance that pro- 
duced the antibody (such as ragweed 
pollen in a ragweed-sensitive hay 
fever patient), the pollen reacts with 
the antibody in the nasal lining. This 
reaction produces an irritating sub 
stance, possibly histamine, which 
makes the lining layer swell up, pro- 


duce excessive watery mucus, and 


causes the sneezing and sniffling 

In ferreting out the cause of an 
allergic disease the physician tries to 
discover, as accurately as possible. 
when the attacks come on and what 
provokes them. Skin tests are often 
helpful as confirmatory evidence 
When scratch tests are used, small 
superficial scratches are made in the 
skin and small amounts of the special 
ly prepared test substances, such as 
ragweed pollen, dog hair or egg are 
placed on the scratches and moistened 
with a special fluid. If a test is posi- 
tive, an irregular-shaped itchy hive, 
with redness around it, appears about 
the scratch within a few minutes 

In another type of test, a_ tiny 
amount of a very dilute solution of 
each of the substances is injected into 
the skin. When positive, these produce 
similar reactions. Positive skin re 
actions are rare in babies even though 
all the other evidence suggests that 
they are sensitive or allergic to a par 
ticular substance. Also a child may 
show a positive reaction to a sub 
stance, for example oak-tree pollen 
which has caused him no trouble 

Conversely, he may show no skin 
reaction to the substance that seems 
definitely to be the cause of his dis 


tress. Thus, these skin tests have to be

interpreted expertly, taking into con- 
sideration all the other information 
about the attacks. 

If any of your family suffer from 
allergy, you would be wise not to 
have any furry animals as pets, to 
avoid eiderdown comforters, to buy 
plastic covers for your mattresses and 
pillows or, better still, to use foam 
rubber mattresses and pillows. You 
should even be cautious about buying 
coats with fur on them. An allergic 
person can become sensitive to sub- 
stances other than those causing his 
present allergy if he is exposed to 


enough of them 


Hay fevel 


Hay fever can occur in young chil- 
dren but it is more common after 
puberty. Most often the attacks begin 
at the same season each year, for in- 
stance in late June for timothy and 
other grass hay fever and about mid- 
August for the ragweed type. Skin 
tests are useful for determining which 
of the pollens the patient is most 
sensitive to. Then suitable mixtures of 
watery extracts of these pollens are 
prepared and the patient is given a 
series of injections of these at regular 
intervals during several months before 
his hay fever is due to appear. 

At a later stage the injections are 
often given at longer intervals 
throughout the entire year. In some 
cases they prevent the disease entire- 
ly; in others they make it much less 
troublesome. Some people get hay 
fever all year around from such agents 
as the dandruff of the family dog. 
This is usually called perennial rhini- 
tis. During attacks of hay fever, one 
or other of the many antihistamine 
drugs usually will give considerable 
temporary relief. Most of them how- 
ever have side effects, such as drowsi- 
ness, as well. The preventive treat- 
ment, although a bother and expense, 


is much preferable. 


Asthma 


Asthma can occur in babies, but is 
commoner after the age of two. The 
child has difficulty in breathing and 
often has to sit up to do so. His chest 
feels constricted, he is distressed and 
usually frightened as well. His smaller 
bronchial tubes are narrower than 
normal, because the muscles around 
them have contracted and probably 
because the tissues lining them have 
become swollen and are producing too 


much mucus. Consequently he can't 
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get air in or out of his lungs easily 
and so he breathes hard and wheezes. 

In this disease the reagins are pres- 
ent, we believe, in and around the 
fine bronchial tubes. In young chil- 
dren the attacks often come on after 
a cold or other respiratory infection 
In other children attacks may be pro- 
voked by dogs, horses, pollens, house 
dust, feathers and other such agents 
Occasionally one or more foods are 
the culprits. 

Sometimes the offending substance 
cannot be banished or avoided en- 
tirely, but a physician who has had 
experience in this field can usually 
tell you how to reduce its effects. In- 
jection treatment with suitable extracts 
of house dust and other suspected 
materials often prevents the attacks 
and of course prevention is his aim. 
A number of different drugs are help- 


ful in relieving the attacks themselves. 


Eczema 


Allergy is thought to be the cause 
of most of the eczemas in infancy. It 
often begins as a rough red patch on 
the cheeks. If you notice this in your 
baby, call your doctor right away, to 
see if it can be prevented from devel- 
oping further. Once the eczema has 
become established, it is apt to recur 
off and on or even persist for approxi- 
mately two years. In a few children it 
comes back again later on in a drier 
form, especially at the bends of the 
Knees and elbows. 

The rash is very itchy, which makes 
the baby irritable and a poor sleeper. 
The skin needs to be given special and 
time-consuming care, according to the 
physician's directions. Fortunately the 


child usually is left without a blemish. 


Urticaria or hives 


A hive is a flat swelling of the skin, 
which looks rather whitish when you 
stretch the skin over it and which is 
surrounded by an area of redness. 
There usually are quite a large num- 
ber of them and they vary greatly in 
size. They are definitely itchy. They 
last from a few hours to a day or so 
and then disappear completely, leav- 
ing no trace provided they have not 
been scratched 

Hives are not very common, but 
can occur at any age in childhood 
They are often caused by foods, such 
as fish, shell fish, berries or nuts. Often 
if the provocative food is not eaten for 
a year or two, this sensitivity dis- 
appears and the food can then be 


taken in moderate amounts. END@
